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Ccording to the will of the Lord, and being moved 
of him in ſpirit, and as it lay upon me many 
dayes, I paſſed to Dunkirk 5 And that which 7 

found upon me chiefly, was to viſit and warn the 

Papiſts, the Jeſuites and Frinrs, andthat company of Tdo- 
laters, andto ſound the mighty day of the Lord among 
them, and to proclaim it in: the Popes borders, and to wat 

them all of the lay that is at hand upon them by the word 
of the Lord, and to ſound forth among them the everlaſt- 
ing Goſpel of Truth, and againſt all their Tdolatrous ways, 
worſhips and PraGiſes which Thave often felt the weight 

and burthen of before ever T ſaw outwardly what their 
wayes br praFiſes are 5 which when I ſaw their Iaolatrous 
praiſes and worſhips, and heard their doGrines, and-what 
they profeſſe, 1 found it to be accortling to what I had ſee: 
ard felt in the light that tiieth all things. And about the 
ſixth day of the third moneth 1659. I (with Samuel Fiſhs 
er, who was move to go with we) ſhipped from Dover, 
and came into Dunkirk the next day; and being ſtran- 
vers upon earth, as the generation of the righteous ſeed ever 
was, we waited inthe will of the Lord, to be guided by his 
wiſdom what to do, and how to be guided to aF and ſpeak 
to his glory. So the next morning the Town Mayor came 
tows inthe ſtreet, and required an account of our coming, 
and our names, and ſrom whence we came to which we 

gave him ſober anſwers and a reaſonable accounts And 
that day it much ſpread over theTown of our being come this 
ther, which wrought no ſmall cogitations in the hearts of 
many 4s what our buſineſs was,and wherefore we were comez 

ſo that the Deputy Governonr Colonel Alſop with the Conn- 

ſel of officers ſent for us that night, (the chief Governour 
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mot being in Town) So we went to them, who did hiy1, 
ly intreat us, and examine us concerning our coming thi. 
ther, and what our buſineſſe was there, and ſuch like, ;, 
which we gave them anſwers, and ſtaid with them in 1; 
courſe ſome hours. And the Deputy Governour much pleg,. 
ed to us the danger of our ſtaying in the Town, and feaye} 
the deviſron that might grow among them through us ; 1y} 
withall much deſired uz to depart the Town, ſuppoſing  ; 
ſaid, the great danger that might incur unto the Garriſy 
through our Stay. But our anſwer was in much Plainneſe, 
if be deſired us, we could not receive any ſuch deſire ; ,y; 
if he commanded us.we could not obey his command in thi; 
caſe, neither could we depart the Town, but in the will of 
God, according to which will we came thither 5, and þ4s. 
ing many words, and much reaſoning with them that night. 
we parted from them. And the next morning I was mg- 
ved to write this letter following, and to give them all 4 
ſober account of our coming, and what our work, 3s in this 
World whereſvever we come 5, which letter was delivered 
to them, andread by many of them 5 But toit we received 
m0 Anſwer, ot as the latter part did require, « 
may be ſeen.

To the Deputy Govcrnour, andthe Officers of the Englth

Riends, We the Servants of the Lord, are lovers of all 
your ſouls, and wiſhech well unto you in the Lord,thar 
truth and peace, and righteouſnefle may be among 

you, and 1n your hearts; and we are travellers in the 
labour of the Goſpel of Chriſt Jeſus for the ele& Seeds fake, 
having received the glad tidings of life, and eternal fſalvati- 
on into our hearts, through the revelation of Chriſt in us, 
who is our hope of glory, and the Lord hath manifeſted 
ereatly his power amongſt us, and revealed tne riches of his 
grace 1n our ſouls, to our own everlaſting ſatisfa&ion & peace 
with God;zand allo he hath made us Miniſters of his grace, and 
ofhis word to many others,to the rnrning of many from dark- 
nefleto light, and from Satans power to God, and of him 
weare called and ordained by his ſpirit into this his work to 
preach che everlaſting Goſpel to the Nations, and to war a- 
gainſt Anti-Chriſt, che Whore and falſe Prophets, come up 
tncethe days of the Apoſtles, & have reigned over the World 
for many generarions 3 and this 1s our work inthe World, to 
bghethe Lambs battel with his ſpiritual weapons and armour, 
and to foilow him whitherſoever he goeth, and togive up our 
ſelves in his ſervice, to do or ſuffer for him whatſoever he 
callech us unto; and in this hicherto hath the pure and migh=- 
typreſence of the Lord God been with us, and is with us un- 
to this day; and great is his Name among(t us his people, 
and tobe praiſed for ever more; and of this hath God-given 
- USthe ſure witnefſe in our ſelves, even the teſtimony of his 
good ſpirit, which bears us witnefle in our own conſciences, 
that theſe things are true, whether men believe or re,e& our

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teſtimony ; for we are not Miniſters of man, nor by mans yill 

neither do we ſtand to mans judgement, to be approved 0: 
diſproved thereby; But to the witneſle and teſtimony of God; 
{pirit in every conſcience we. do commend our ſelves, where 
ever any of us do comezin the fimplicity of truth, in the de. 
monſtration of the (ſpirit, and not by words of mans wiſdom 

and in the day of the Lord ſhall we be juſtified herein by "ny 
and by his witneſſe in all mens conſciences;8& in the mean time 
we do ſuffer all thingspatiently,and in the meek &quier Spirit 
of the Lord;;and as for us two in particular who are now come 
intothe Town of Daxkirk, as we have in ſomepart dectaret 
unto you already;and fo I here again ſay unto yon, not being 
alhamed nor unwilling to give you an account of our coming; 
for we came to be made manifett openly inthe fight of all men 
in our do&rines, principles and pradtifes which are of an 
from the Lord, and fully agreeing in all things with the Seri. 
ptures of truth, which were given forth by the ſpiric of truth 

as the holy men of God were moved, andas we have faid to 
youzve till teſtifie , we were moved of God, and by his ſpi- 
rit to come unto this place in love to the ſouls of people, and 

it is the Lord God that hath ſentus, and not man ; and mhe- 

ther you believe us herem, or doth reje& us, the teft11nony 

of God is ſure, and remains with us; and for the truth kere- 

of, we are not affraid to do and ſuffer , but can do, and 

ſaffer_ in the ſtrength of Chriſt whatſoever is put upon is; 

Though chiefiy our coming was (ſo far as the Lord ſhewedns) 
in relation to theſe Popiſh Idolaters, to diſcourſe with their 
Feſvitzs, Friars and Prieſts, and to diſcover to them the errors 
of their wayes, 2nd the falſneſfe of their worſhips, and tote 
ſtifie unto them in the fear and power of the Lord concerning 
their Church, that it 1s nota true Church of Chriſt; bur a fake 
Church come up in the Apoſtacy ; and theſe things we have 
to argue with theft, if the heads of them will admit diſpute; 
otherwiſe to charge thele things upon them from the Lord, 
and by his authority 3 and if they do any of them receive cur 
teſtimony, and turn from their 1dols, and' be converted un- 
tothetruth, they may be happy 3 bur if they ſhall rejefour 
teſtimony, and not believe the truth, then ſhall they the 
more be titted for deſtruction, and the day of their deſtrudi- 
ol 
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an the ſooner approach , and the Lord ſhall be clear of their 
blood, and our reward {hall be with us from God ; for our 
teftimony ſhall nov returne to us in vaine, but ſhall accompliſh 
irs end wherefore it1s ſent, and the Word of the Lord by us 
ſhall either convert to God , and to the truth that they may 
'beſaved , or ſhall chrongh reje&ing of it, harden the heart a- 
ainſt God and againſt the truth, that they may the more juſt- 
j be condemned, and the Lord and his ſervants bethe more 
clear ; and no other thing ſaving this do we promiſe to our 
ſelves as the ſucceſs of our endeavours ;: And not ſo much in 
relation to the men of our Engliſh Nation are we come, 
though the Goſpel of Salvation is freely come to them allo, 
that they may be freed from the Captivity of ſin and death, 
and we may not work , nor cauſe any diſturbance or grief 
toany of them, further then what they may take at ns for 
the truth ſake , or for declaring it in the fear of God, and 
without any juſt cauſe given by us to any of you, or them, 
though we dare nor promiſfeto you, norour ſelves, what we 
will do, nor what we will not do; onely this weſay, if the 
tranſgreſſion of any juſt Law can be charged upon us, we re- 
fuſenot to ſuffer what ſhall be impoſed;and this we do beleeve 
that the Lord will ſokeep us, and order us by his ſpirit of 
truth, and carry us in meekne(s, and righteouſneſs towards 
you, while weſtay amongſt you, be it weeks, or moneths, that 
you will have no juſt occation againſt us, by any offences 
juſtly Miniſtred by us; and if yon do take occalion againft us 
without any juſt cauſe given, be 1t upon your ſelves, to 
your own ſhame, and condemnation 1n the fight of God 
and men , for we are cleare z; Onely this we do give un- 
tothe Lord, and cannot unto men, the exerciſe of our 
conſciences , and to be obedient unto the teachings 'of 
his ſpirit in all things, as he ſhall guide and lead us, 
and" if he commands to do, or not to dcany thing, and 
you the contrary , we muſt obey him,thongh we difobey you; 
forits better to obey God then man, and when he bids ſpeak, 
1 what place or ſea{on ſoever we nuay not be lilent;for to keep 
our conſciences cleare in the fight of God in all things by o- 
bedience to him is our care, and ſtndy, and that which we 
are given up to dozand if you ſet your [elves fo gain-ſay this, 
14 
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it will turne to your ewn deſtrufion ; 'for no other promiſe 
then this can we make for our ſelves , but to do, and ſpeak a- 
mongſt you , as theLord our God ſhall move us, and leadus, 
and this Teſtemony we do bear for the Lord , he doth nor 
move us, norleat us toany thing, ſaving to what is juſt, and 
good, and holy, which may rend to the happineſs, ang 
pcace, and weltare of your fouls and bodiesallo: and in 
the Farhers will we ſtand , and as we came 1n his will, { 
we cannot ſubmit to ftay or go at any mans will fave the 
Lords alone: And as concerning our coming and ſtaying, and 
work here, thisis a ſober account to you, which may ſatif- 
he youandany ſober and reaſonable men ; And as confer. 
ng our being with you yeſternight, many things paſled from 
ſome of you and your Miniſter chiefly , to which I had a 
great delire to have anſwered, and to have cleared the things 
obje&ed againſt us , bur time and his patience afforded nor 
the opportunity 3 therefore now thisI do propo:md about the 
call to the Miniſtry, which was the thing in diſpute, to which 
I then could freely have ſpoken 3 wherher he will give me and 
us a faire meeting in ſome publique place that 1s convenient 
for your (e]ves to hear,and be Judge between us,to diicowſe 
this matter(viz.) whatthe true call to the Miniſtry 1s, which 
is truly according to the Scripture, and that to be laid down 
firſt, and then to compare his call to his Miniſtry, and alfo his 
call coD»xkirk,, with what tlie true call is which 1s allowedof, 
and aproved in the Scriptures, and alſo to compare our call 
tothe Miniſtry, andeven our call ro D»xkrk, with what the 
true call of Chriſts Miniſtry was , as declared in the Serip- 
tures, that ir may be {een whether his call, or our call is the 
more different from , or agreeable to the Scriptures, and e- 
ven thelight in your own conſciences ſhall be Judge between 
us in this cauſe . and upon ſuch an Iſſue, upon a juſt determi 
nation would we gladly joyne tryal ; and ſuch a mceringup- 
on ſuch grounds and proceedings may tend to fatisfe your 
ſelves, and many more, and ſuch a meeting I do fully de- 
ſire with your conſent , and concurrance who may | pp 
. the people in peace and ſobernels, thatall may be edified in 
the things of{ogreat moment as this is 3 For if he can prove 
his call co the Miniftry to be ſuch as was the Apoſtles and 
Miniſters in the true Chriſtian Churches before the apolac, 
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hen fhall we own him, and not deny him ; but if he cannot do 
this, and if we can do it on our own behalfe, in the power and 
{pirir of the Lord, then may you and all men judge whoare the 
irucMiniſters of Chrift, and who arethe deceivers; And this 
Manner of.proccedings would decide all doubts in you,about us 3 
and we (hall be clcar in manifeſting the truth concerning the 
\ true Miniſtry and the falſe, and the difterence between them in 
their call, in their praftice,and in their maintenance; and this is 
{nt to you torcad and conlider of, in the fear of God,as the telti- 
mon of our love to you, and the uuth, that you may take heed 
to your waics 3 and we would receive firft yeur-atifwer, whether 
you do conſent, and will allow fuch a mccting, and ſecondly 
Meanſwcr whether he will undertake ſuch a diſpute, and we fur» 
ther are ready to clear all doubts that may remain in you about 
us, who arc your fricnds, and dere your proſperity and faithful» . 
neſſein what thz Lord calls ycu unto.

he ſent, zs he ſaid, tothe Feſuites Colledpe , that they (hout4 
admit us to come to ipeak with then 38 as we found it trom the 
Lord upon us, at a convenientſcaſon, we went again tothe Cy]. 
Icdge,ar d were for ſome hours in diſcourſe with the chief Reftyr 
ol the Colleoge,who appcarcd at the firſt very bigh,and {ubtle,and 
cra{ty,and did in his heart rcjeQue,and the ſimplicity of the Gy. 
fpc},but truth and the word ot the Lord had dominion over him, 
and beforc the truth he and they all arc as weak as water; many 
things were diſputed upon, which the particulars cannot now be 
related , but in about three hours time he grew weary , pretends 
ding other buſineſs, and would lay no Jonger with us, and 
ſo we parted , demanding of him whether he would admi; 
ſome more diſcourſe at ſome other time, which he did refuſe; 
ſo wc were not admited to come to him any more; whereupon 
theſe following propolitions I was moved to give forth ; and 
ſcnd amongthem as a charge upon them, in the Name and poger 
of che Lord ; and they were given and delivercd in Latine up and 
down among the Zeſuites and Fryars in the Town; unto which to 
this day I never could reccive an anſwer, therefore my chargelics

Av them, & to all che world, as having been in a meaſure an 
eye and'care witnefſe of their idolatrous and falſe waice,pratices 
and doQtrines, never having in all my daics,till this time and at 
this oportunity of going to Dunkirk 3 not having any knowledge 
outwardly what their waies and praQtices were ; not having any 
knowledge I ſay by my fight, and particular hearing concerning 
them, without me,otherwiſe then what the ſpirit of the Lord with- 
in me did make maniteſt : Though from a child the ſpirit. of the 
Lord in me hath abhorred popery,and all chat which (avours ot i; : 
But now having been an-eyc and care witneſfſc in @ little meaſure 
vf their praices and dorines, this 1 have to ſay to them, and 
allmen ; blindneſſe and ignorance covers them as with a man« 
tle, and they are wrapped up inthe body of darknefle, and grofſe 
darkneſſe they do dwel ing and all their waics and worſhips arc 
tut the works of darknefſe, which they arc Icd on in by the falſe 
krigned ſpirit of Imitation, from one generation to another, be» 
ing exerciſed therein: And the ſenſe of the ſpirit of life they 
have not , but have wholy loft ic 3 and they know nothing at 
all of the leading of it, nor of its teaching ; This they hiſle at as 
athing of nought when it is ſpoken of to them. They have even 
fold themſclves into the land of jgnorance and blindnefle, 
and they hate to be reformed : they are f{erled upon a falſe 
foundation,cven the traditions of mcn, which theLord will break 
down, and their whole building will fall. And when I conſider 
bow thouſand and ten thouſands lies in the captivity of blind» 
nefſe and darkneſſe under thems my heart is rent for them, upon 
- the conſideration how they are led in darknefle. and blindnefle, 
and how they reft in a falſe confidence which will deftroy their 
Soule, and the blood of many refts upon the heads of them that 
deadcth them 3 for they that lead them cauſe them to erre, and 
the blood of ſonls will be required at their hands. And as for:the 
poor and the common ſort of themthere is a pity in me for them 
becauſe they are led by the blind, ard are out of the way : bue 
88forthe Prieſts and Jcſuiter, and Clergy men they are to be 
at off with the edge of the ſword of the Lord God, and the woe

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ſpirit of the holy on2+3 their unrightcous Ecclefiaftical Laws] 
meane, under which is defended all manner of Idolatry, and they 
compcl people to be Ilolaters by a Law, and whercby they 
drink the blood of the S:ints, and of the Martyrs 3 but the Lagd 
will rake vengeance upon them; and diſannul their covenants 
and decrees and his ſpirit (hall not þe limited, but ſhall jrend 
them to picces, even their Laws and crucleice, and Inquiſtons by 
which they arc defended, and their Religion upheld in the world, 
and whereby they kill the j it, and murders the innocent that are 
better then they ; for the tulncle of time is come, and all theſe

And at one time being ſent for by Governor Lockbart , where
